The financial embarrassment of M Start, 
Owens ot Barkley, which has made nec- 
essary an assignment for the benefit of 
their creditors, it generally deplored hy 
the community. The step was made nec- 
essary by the shrinkage in value of an 
immense stock and the difficulty of col- 
lecting the money due the firm by their 
customers. The creditors, nearly all ot 
whom are in the East, appreciating the 
high personal character and business in- 
tegrity of both Mr. Barkley and Mr. 
Owens, offered any accomodation in the 
way of extending their paper that might 
be desired, but the firm deemed it wiser 
to give up than to continue to struggle 
along under a burden of debt. 

The firm of Owens & Barkley began 
business in 18(14 as the successors of 
Owens. Pinkard & Barkley, who were 
burned out a year previously, and lost 
by the disaster about $40,000. They took 
one of the houses now occupied by them 
on Second street and began upon a lim- 
ited scale the business which grew to be 
of the most extensive of the kind in 
the State, covering territory in the three 
States of Kentucky, Ohio and West Vir- 
ginia. Their yearly sales frequently a«- 
irreifatad $2-.0,000. They have in their 
several departments eleven floors over 
one hundred feet long, and usually carry 
a stsck valued at from 1150,000 to $•_>()(>,- 
000. Both members of the firm have 
been active in promoting all useful en- 
terprises for the improvement of the city, 
1 have contributed to such purposes 
liberally of their means. In their buai- 
misfortunes they have the sincere 
sympathy of their friends and the gen- 
eral public, whs hope that an arrange- 
ment will he made that will not necessi- 
tate the removal of so important a busi- 
ness from the city.

The theory ol tht defanss is ;h*t Tucker, 
for fear of trouble with his wife, had 
taken the'ritle out to brack tha stock, ami 
in breaking it accidentally shot himself.
